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Friends  come  to  Yearly  Meeting  carry- 
ing an  assorted  baggage  — all  we  have 
experienced,  read  and  studied,  anguished 
over,  done,  and  failed  to  do.  We  come  burst- 
ing with  questions,  eager  to  share  and  to 
learn;  we  come  looking  for  the  right  ques- 
tions to  ask.  We  are  discouraged,  tired, 
angry,  sorrowing:  we  have  vigor,  faith  and 
hope.  We  all  belong  in  the  family. 

What,  then,  is  our  expectation  for  the 
variety  of  Worship- Fellowship  Groups  which 
meet  daily  throughout  our  week  together? 
These  smaller  meetings  offer  us  one  way 
to  share  what  we  seek,  and  what  we  have 
found.  Worship  is  the  indispensable  ele- 
ment nourishing  this  sharing,  flowing  be- 
neath, within,  and  around  us.  If,  together, 
we  respond  to  this  sustaining  life,  many 
differing  thoughts,  ways  of  belief  and  prob- 
lems can  find  a place  in  our  groups.  The 
group  experience  will  move  as  the  quality 
of  spirit  within  it  moves,  and  the  Friends 
who  participate  will  shape  the  group’s  di- 
rection and  help  to  focus  meanings. 

We  do  not,  in  Worship-Fellowship 
Groups,  come  together  primarily  to  solve 
problems  (personal,  Meeting,  campus  or 
worldwide).  And  yet  we  know  that  we  can- 
not escape,  in  some  measure,  sharing  all 
these  kinds  of  problems  if  we  are  open  and 
honest  with  one  another  and  if  we  are 
sensitive  to  God  acting  in  our  lives. 

What,  then,  saves  us  from  “therapy  ses- 
sions” and  the  “wailing  wall,”  from  the 
monopoly  of  too  much  talk  by  too  few 
people,  from  the  deadness  of  timidity,  from 
concentrating  on  non-essentials,  and  sub- 
mitting to  a too-rigid  or  too-flexible  struc- 
ture? Wise  choice  of  leaders  and  some  help- 
ful training  is  one  answer  (and  we  do  try!), 
but  even  more  fundamental  is  a sense  of 
responsibility  and  preparation  by  all  the 
Friends  who  come.  A few  aspects  of  such 
responsibility  and  preparation  would  in- 
clude the  discipline  of  expectancy  which  is 
intent  upon  the  primary  busines  of  wor- 
shiping God  in  all  that  we  do;  the  disci- 
pline of  turning  (beautiful  word!)  “from  the 
Ten  Thousand  Things  to  the  One  without 
form”  (Winifred  Rawlins’  words  in  her 


poem  for  your  Friend,  Anna  Brin  ton):  the 
discipline  of  learning  how  to  meet  one 
another  with  a listening  heart,  a willing- 
ness to  state  our  true  feelings  with  firmness 
and  with  honesty,  and  with  an  openness 
to  the  possibilities  of  our  own  change  and 
growth  as  well  as  that  in  other  people. 
Hopefully,  Friends  practice  these  disciplines 
year-long! 


THREE  CHOICES 

The  plan  for  Worship- Fellowship 
Groups  this  year  includes  three 
choices: 

1.  Worship-Fellowship  Groups  for 
those  who  register  in  advance; 

2.  A Meeting  for  Worship,  held  at 
the  same  hours,  for  late  arrivals  and 
those  who  indicate  this  preference,  and 

3.  Dialogue  Groups  for  Junior  High 
Friends. 

In  filling  out  the  registration  form, 
please  note  any  physical  limitations  on 
climbing  stairs  or  walking  long  dis- 
tances. 


So  we  trust  that  in  our  small  group  wor- 
ship and  sharing  place  will  be  found  for 
quiet  reflection,  for  tender  caring,  direct  ex- 
change, for  laughter  and  loving,  and,  some- 
times, if  need  be,  for  hurt  and  tears  and 
anger.  Above  all , we  meet  to  worship , and 
from  this  ground  springs  our  deepest  ex- 
perience of  kinship,  being  related.  Perhaps 
we  may  experience  what  Vassar  Miller  de- 
scribes in  her  poem,  “Without  Ceremony”: 

We  find  ourselves  where  tongues  cannot 
wage  war 

On  silence  (farther,  mystics  never  flew) 
But  on  the  common  wings  of  what  we  are, 
Borne  on  the  wings  of  what  we  bear, 
toward  You, 

Oh,  Word,  in  whom  our  wordliness 
dissolves, 

When  we  have  not  a prayer  except 
ourselves.

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QUAKER  CENTRAL  SERVICES: 

ARE  WE  DOING  OUR  PART? 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  represents  a grow- 
ing edge  of  Quakerism,  much  valued  by 
the  Society  as  a whole.  Yet  we  depend, 
perhaps  more  than  we  realize,  upon  central, 
or  “heaquarters,”  services  which  we  do  not 
provide  and  for  which  we  only  partly  com- 
pensate. Should  we  not  take  greater  re- 
sponsibility for  these  central  services? 

The  services  I refer  to  have  to  do,  not 
with  Quaker  social  concerns  (which  is  an- 
other question),  but  with  the  Society  of 
Friends  itself.  They  include  preparing  in- 
formational, educational,  and  inspirational 
literature;  arranging  conferences;  answering 
inquiries  about  Quakerism;  aiding  building 
programs;  and  representing  Friends  among 
other  religious  bodies  and  to  the  world 
at  large. 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  seeks  to  nurture 
the  life  of  the  Spirit  according  to  our  form 
of  Quakerism  over  a very  large  geographic 
area.  Yet  we  provide  little  in  the  way  of 
such  “headquarters”  services.  Rather,  we 
count  chiefly  on  two  general  Friends’  organ- 
izations for  them:  the  Friends  World  Com- 
mittee for  Consultation  (based  in  Birming- 
ham, England,  and  Philadelphia)  and 
Friends  General  Conference  (Philadelphia.) 

I believe  we  pull  our  own  weight  fairly 
well  in  the  FWCC.  We  accept  a good  many 
services  from  FGC,  however,  without  as- 
suming our  share  of  responsibility  for  them. 
Our  formal  relationship  to  FGC,  at  present, 
is  limited  to  sending  a fraternal  representa- 
tive to  its  biennial  conference.  (Incidental- 
ly, FGC  now  holds  annual  conferences, 
alternately  in  the  East  and  Midwest.) 

We  do,  of  course,  pay  for  the  literature 
we  obtain  from  FGC  and  our  Meetings 
which  borrow  from  its  building  fund  pay 
the  low  interest  asked.  We  do  not,  how- 
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ever,  contribute  to  the  overhead  costs  of 
such  services. 

Or  take  correspondence.  FGC  answers 
many  inquiries  about  Quakerism,  of  which 
perhaps  a third  either  come  from,  or  have 
to  do  with,  the  geographic  area  of  PYM. 
Both  Philadelphia  YM  and  the  AFSC  turn 
over  such  inquiries  to  FGC.  FWCC  cannot 
handle  the  volume  of  this  correspondence. 
FGC  redirects  many  of  these  inquiries  to 
PYM  Meetings. 

Financially,  FGC  has  a budget  of  around 
$100,000  and  operates  with  an  annual 
deficit  of  about  $8,000,  made  up,  at  present, 
by  levying  upon  a diminishing  bequest 
fund.  Financially,  PYM  is  quite  healthy. 
Unburdened  by  a central  office,  staff,  etc., 
it  may  well  consider  contributing  to  FGC 
for  the  services  it  receives.  FGC,  on  its 
part,  would  be  glad,  I believe,  not  only 
for  some  budgetary  support,  but  for  the 
widening  of  its  horizons  which  might  come 
about  through  a closer  relationship  with 
PYM. 

This  question,  of  course,  has  come  to 
PYM  before,  but  in  the  form  of  joining 
FGC  as  a full  member.  Our  distance  from 
Philadelphia  has  made  this  appear  im- 
practical. Also,  we  have  hesitated  about 
seeming  to  choose  between  FGC  and 
Friends  United  Meeting,  whose  office  is  in 
Richmond,  Indiana. 

We  should  keep  our  present  fraternal  re- 
lationship with  FUM,  but  FUM,  I feel  sure, 
would  understand  if  PYM  recognized  a 
functional  relationship  with  FGC  such  as 
it  does  not  have  with  FUM. 

I suggest  that  PYM,  without  becoming 
a full  member  of  FGC,  consider  two  steps 
which  would  develop  the  relationship  al- 
ready existing  between  the  two  bodies.  (1) 
That  PYM  make  an  annual  contribution 
to  FGC,  not  on  the  basis  of  full  member- 
ship (which  is  at  the  rate  of  $2  per  yearly 
meeting  member),  but  of  a fair  amount,  in 
keeping  with  services  received.  (2)  That 
the  function  of  PYM’s  representative  to 
FGC  be  developed.  Besides  attending  FGC 
conferences,  our  representative  might  serve 
as  a year-round  correspondent  and  liaison 
between  PYM  and  FGC.  Perhaps  he  should 
be  appointed  (like  other  FGC  representa- 
tives) on  a three-year  basis.  He  ought  to 
be  prepared  to  follow  up  on  correspondence 
relating  to  inquiries  and  Meetings  in  this 
area  — working,  in  this  connection,  with 
Ministry  and  Oversight  committees. 

Both  these  steps  offered  here  as  a basis 
for  consideration,  would  need  to  be  worked 

out  in  consultation  with  FGC.

Yearly 
Meeting  itself  will  begin  on  Sunday  after- 
noon, August  16,  and  end  after  lunch  on 
Thursday,  August  20. 

Directions  for  reaching  St.  Mary’s  by 
auto  or  by  public  transportation  will  appear 
in  the  July/ August  issue  of  the  Bulletin. 

HOUSING:  Dormitory  housing  will  be 
in  the  buildings  used  by  the  student  body. 
The  rooms  are  somewhat  small,  with  two 
single  beds  each  (some  have  three,  and  a 
few  have  one,  each),  and  room  on  the  floor 
for  two  or  three  more,  depending  on  size. 
Friends  should  bring  their  own  blankets; 
the  college  will  furnish  mattresses  and 
pillows,  sheets  and  pillow  cases.  For  those 
who  must  travel  lightly,  a limited  number 
of  blankets  may  be  rented  from  the  college: 

Camping  facilities  for  most  will  be  in  a 
large  eucalyptus  grove  adjacent  to  the 
dorms.  Because  of  the  severe  fire  hazard 
at  this  time  of  year,  all  cooking  must  be 
done  on  camp  stoves;  no  open  fires  will 
be  permitted  in  the  camping  area.  For 
the  same  reason,  no  smoking  is  allowed  in 
the  camping  area,  although  there  are  no 
other  restrictions  on  smoking. 

MEALS:  Meals  will  be  served  cafeteria- 
style  in  Oliver  Hall.  Breakfast  will  be  from 
7 to  8:30,  lunch  from  12  to  12:30,  and 
dinner  from  5:30  to  7.  The  first  meal  for 
Representative  Committee  members  will  be 
supper  on  Saturday,  August  15.  For  all 
others  attending  the  main  sessions  of  YM, 
the  first  meal  will  be  supper  on  Sunday, 
August  16.  The  last  meal  will  be  lunch  on 
Thursday,  August  20.  This  amounts  to  five 
day's  meals  for  Representative  Committee, 
and  four  days'  meals  for  Yearly  Meeting 
proper. 

RECREATIONAL  AND  OTHER 
FACILITIES:  There  is  a gym  for  games 
and  folk  dancing,  an  indoor  swimming  pool, 
tennis  and  handball  courts,  acres  and  acres 
of  lawn,  and  even  more  acres  of  hills  for 
hiking.  (Hikers  should  be  aware  that  in 
addition  to  the  usual  hazards  of  fatigue  and 
sunburn,  California  foothills  add  their  own 
peculiarities:  an  abundance  of  poison  oak, 
and  an  occasional  rattlesnake.) 

One  of  the  buildings  has  a snack  bar 
with  an  adjoining  lounge.  There  is  a large 
supermarket  about  two  miles  from  the  col- 
lege and  shops  at  the  freeway  offramps  in 
nearby  Orinda  for  other  needs.

JUNIOR  FRIENDS:  Junior  Friends 
who  do  not  come  with  their  families  are 
required  to  have  a sponsor,  who  is  more 
than  a car-driver  to  Yearly  Meeting.

WORKERSHIPS:  There  are  a limited 
number  of  opportunities  for  Young  Friends, 
including  Junior  Friends  entering  their 
senior  year  of  high  school,  to  work  in  the 
dining  and  kitchen  areas  to  offset  up  to 
half  of  their  cost  of  attending  PYM.  Ac- 
ceptance will  be  on  a first-come,  first-served 
basis,  in  the  order  in  which  their  registra- 
tion forms  are  received.  The  registration 
form  enclosed  has  a place  to  apply. 

There  is  a limited  number  of  all-expense 
grants  available  to  people  who  will  serve 
as  dorm  monitors,  rooming  in  the  Junior 
Friends’  dorm.  See  accompanying  article 
for  details.

ABOUT  COSTS  AND  DEADLINES: 
St.  Mary’s  charges  this  year  for  rent  of  the 
campus  are  22  per  cent  higher,  mainly  be- 
cause of  added  facilities  (a  new  little 
theatre,  and  two  dorms)  and  extensive 
renovating  (returnees  to  St.  Mary’s  are 
sure  to  be  agreeably  surprised). 

A new  catering  service  will  be  operating 
the  dining  facilities,  and  charging  us  less 
than  1969  charges  in  Oregon.  They  can 
do  this  for  two  reasons:  we  will  be  supply- 
ing them  with  kitchen  help,  who  will  be 
“paid”  in  reduced  attendance  fees,  and  we 
will  be  charged  on  a per-day  basis  (three 
meals)  rather  than  on  a per-meal  basis.  The 
daily  charge  will  be  based  on  the  number 
eating  the  evening  meal. 

The  Registrar  is  thus  forced  to  discourage 
“drop-ins,”  part-time  attenders,  and  “er- 
ratic” meal  patterns  of  the  campers.  Our 
rate  schedule  for  by-the-meal  charges  is 
thus  weighted  in  favor  of  meal  purchases 
by  the  day. 

The  deadline  for  receiving  registration 
applications  is  a postmark  of  July  31  (Fri- 
day). In  past  years  the  deadline  has  been 
pretty  much  ignored  by  a sizeable  seg- 
ment of  YM  attenders,  to  the  extreme  dis- 
comfort of  the  Registrar  (a  volunteer),  as 
well  as  to  those  in  charge  of  Worship- 
Fellowship  Groups  and  the  children’s  pro- 
gram. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  author- 
ized the  General  Arrangements  Committee 
to  make  an  absolute  cut-off  date  and  al- 
most mandated  that  we  observe  this  cut- 
off. But  other  factors  may  operate  to  effect 
an  even  earlier  deadline:  The  ever-increas- 
ing size  of  YM  is  taxing  the  facilities  of  St. 
Mary’s  College  to  the  limit.  It  isn’t  enough 
to  say,  “Well,  if  I sleep  at  home  or  at  a 
motel,  or  camp  in  the  eucalyptus  grove, 
and  even  bring  my  own  meals  or  buy  them 
in  town,  it  shouldn’t  affect  anybody.”  Ac- 
tually, room  and  board  facilities  do  not 
provide  the  main  squeeze:  it  is  locations 
enough  for  our  Worship- Fellowship  Groups 
(we  could  use  about  50  now);  it  is  space 
in  the  swimming  pool,  in  the  folk-dance 
room,  in  the  snack  bar  and  in  the  craft 
rooms;  it  is  space  in  the  Blue  Room  where 
general  sessions  are  held;  it  is  the  burden 
on  the  children’s  program. 

So  here  is  our  advice  to  you:  Send  in 
your  registration  and  deposit  as  early  as

you  can,  the  earlier  the  better.  (Please 
note  that  if  your  plans  change,  and  you 
cannot  attend,  you  may  ask  for  full  refund 
up  until  noon  of  Wednesday,  August  12. 
Write  or  phone  the  Registrar  — earlier  if 
possible  so  that  the  waiting  list  can  be 
tapped.)  Registrations  will  be  processed 
according  to  the  earliest  postmark.  Prefer- 
ence will  be  given  to  full-time  attenders. 
Registrations  postmarked  after  July  31  cost 
10  per  cent  more,  and  will  be  put  on  the 
waiting  list.  If  your  registration  is  denied, 
you  will  be  notified  by  Monday,  August  10. 

It  pains  us  to  be  so  high-handed  and 
arbitrary;  we  would  much  prefer  to  operate 
informally  — “come  as  you  are;  drop  in 
when  you  can;  there’s  always  room  for  one 


more”  — but  unfortunately,  this  is  the 
decade  of  the  70’s  and  the  population  bomb 
has  begun  to  detonate. 

People  at  St.  Mary’s  like  the  Quakers; 
they  look  on  us  as  uniquely  sensible,  sensi- 
tive and  responsible.  They  have  offered  us 
an  open-ended  written  agreement  to  come 
back  year  after  even-numbered  year. 

We  in  turn  delight  in  the  setting,  the 
peaceful  atmosphere,  the  architecture,  the 
facilities,  and  in  our  association  with  the 
Brothers  and  their  representatives.  May 
Yearly  Meeting  1970  carry  on  the  fruitful 
relationship!

Each  year  the  Registrar  of  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  faces  a growing  collection  of  forms 
used  in  previous  years,  an  assortment  of 
notes  and  comments  from  previous  Regis- 
trars and  attenders  at  Yearly  Meeting  and 
some  guide  lines  from  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee’s March  meeting.  A sincere  effort 
is  made  to  make  the  form  both  simple  to 
complete,  and  comprehensive  enough  to 
serve  each  working  committee  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting. 

There  is  some  necessary  duplication  of 
information  on  various  parts  of  the  form. 
As  soon  as  the  completed  form  is  received 
by  the  Registrar,  it  is  given  a quick  check 
and  then  separated  into  coupons  for  the  use 
of  the  working  committees.  Each  coupon 
will  be  given  a family  serial  number  to 
identify  a family  group  before  mailing  them 
on;  but  it  will  help  immensely  if  the  family 
fills  out  the  duplicate  information  wherever 
it  is  asked  for. 

In  the  event  that  after  all  the  other 
forms  you  have  had  to  contend  with  in 
this  form-filled  world  you  are  left  incapable 
of  facing  another  form;  just  write  what  your 
needs  are  for  Yearly  Meeting  on  a sheet 
of  paper,  enclose  a $10  deposit,  and  send 
it  on  to  the  Registrar.  We  will  try  to  fill 
out  a form  for  you  from  this  information 
and  correspond  if  necessary.  But  PLEASE, 
only  as  a last  resort  ! ! 

Fill  out  all  coupons  which  apply  to  any 
member  of  your  family  or  group.  If  you 
have  special  needs,  note  these  on  the  re- 
verse side  of  the  applicable  coupon.  Some 
special  needs  have  been  suggested,  if  you 


have  others  print  them  clearly.  The  ar- 
rangements committees  want  your  atten- 
dance at  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  1970  to 
be  a memorable  one,  unencumbered  by 
trivia,  unharassed  by  undesirable  accommo- 
dations or  arrangements. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  capacity  of 
St.  Mary’s  College  will  be  sorely  taxed  this 
year.  Special  requests  for  room  assign- 
ments will  be  honored  as  long  and  accurately 
as  possible,  and  in  the  order  in  which  re- 
ceived in  Reno.  In  order  to  relieve  previous 
last-minute  confusion  and  disappointment, 
cut-off  times  for  registration  this  year  will 
be  strictly  followed.  Prompt  submission  of 
your  registration  form  is  essential.  If  you 
are  not  able  to  mail  your  form  before  July 
31,  a ten  per  cent  penalty  is  being  assessed. 
If  your  registration  forms  are  not  received 
in  Reno  on  or  before  August  10,  they  will 
not  be  honored.  Walk-in  registration  at 
St.  Mary’s,  except  for  visitors  from  other 
Yearly  Meetings,  will  not  be  accepted. 

This  year’s  registration  blank  has  tei 
coupons  which  are  arranged  in  what  the 
Registrar  hopes  is  a logical  order.  The  first 
coupon  is  used  for  statistical  purposes  of 
PYM.  Enter  the  names  of  all  members  of 
the  family  group  who  will  be  attending 
Yearly  Meeting.  The  column  headed 
“Grade”  applies  to  those  members  who  are 
still  in  school  at  or  below  the  twelfth  grade. 
Enter  the  grade  that  the  student  will  enter 
in  September  1970.  Junior  Friends  coming 
to  yearly  Meeting  must  be  sponsored  by  an 
adult  Friend  who  will  be  actively  responsible 
for  the  whereabouts  and  well-being  of  the 
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Junior  Friend.  Each  family  group  may 
sponsor  no  more  than  two  Junior  Friends 
who  are  not  members  of  the  immediate 
family. 

The  remainder  of  the  left  half  of  the 
Registration  Blank  is  information  to  assist 
the  Registrar  in  the  assignment  of  housing, 
meals  and  the  computation  of  charges.  The 
first  part  of  the  coupon  details  your  needs 
and  the  time  during  which  you  wish  those 
needs  fulfilled.  The  lower  part  of  this  coupon 
is  designed  to  help  you  compute  your 
charges  to  Yearly  Meeting.  On  the  back 
of  this  coupon  are  places  for  you  to  make 
special  requests  of  any  kind. 

The  first  meal  available  at  Yearly  Meet- 
ing will  be  supper  for  Representative  Com- 
mittee on  August  15,  and  the  last  meal 
available  will  be  the  noon  meal  on  August 
20.  In  the  square  under  each  meal  heading 
(B  — - Breakfast,  L — Lunch,  and  S — 

Supper)  and  across  opposite  the  day  for 
which  you  want  that  meal,  write  in  the 
number  of  meals  in  each  category  that  you 
want  to  eat  in  the  dining  room.  Please 
notice  that  there  is  a separate  set  of  squares 
for  Junior  Friends  that  are  not  family  and 
are  being  sponsored  by  the  family  group. 
Do  not  include  these  meals  in  the  “ Family 
Members”  portion.  When  you  have  indi- 
cated the  meals  you  desire,  add  them  up  in 
each  column. 

Junior  Friends  entering  the  10th  grade 
in  September  1970,  but  not  graduated  from 
high  school  in  June  of  1970,  may  stay  in 
a High  School  Dormitory,  with  the  approval 
of  their  parents  or  responsible  sponsor. 
Becket  and  More  halls  will  be  used  for  this 
purpose.  Roommates  will  work  out  who  uses 
beds  and  who  uses  the  floor.  Bring  sleeping 
bags.  There  will  be  one  adult  monitor  for 
approximately  every  twelve  Junior  Friends. 
Place  a mark  in  either  the  family  member 
or  sponsored  Junior  Friends  “High  School 
Dorm”  column  opposite  each  night  (or  if 
more  than  one  Junior  Friend,  enter  the 
number  of  beds  required)  for  which  you 
wish  to  have  a Junior  Friend  in  the  High 
School  Dorm.  Total  this  count  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  column.  Roommate  requests 
may  be  made  on  the  back.  Also  sign  the 
statement  on  the  back  of  “Senior  High 
Program”  coupon  on  the  facing  page. 

All  other  attenders  to  Yearly  Meeting, 
not  Junior  Friends  in  the  High  School 
Dorms,  may  either  camp  in  the  eucalyptus 
grove,  or  register  for  either  a full  or  half 
room  in  one  of  the  other  dormitories.  Adult 
and  family  dormitory  rooms  have  two 
single  beds  and  space  on  the  floor  for  two 


other  persons,  or  if  some  are  pre-school, 
three  might  be  squeezed  in.  Reservations 
may  be  made  in  combinations  of  whole 
and  half  rooms  only.  Again,  in  the  blocks 
below  “full”  or  “half”  and  opposite  the  date 
of  the  night  for  which  you  wish  the  facility, 
enter  the  number  of  full  or  half  dorm  rooms 
desired.  If  you  have  some  preference  about 
who  shares  the  other  half,  tell  us  on  the 
back  of  the  coupon.  If  you  are  camping, 
merely  place  a check  mark  in  that  space. 
Total  all  full  and  half  rooms  requested 
to  the  totals  line. 

Now  you  are  ready  to  compute  the 
charges.  If  camping,  enter  the  number  of 
persons  three  years  and  over  times  the 
number  of  nights  in  the  blank  at  the  front 
of  the  “Camping”  line.  Multiply  this  by 
$2  and  write  that  amount  in  the  space 
under  “Family  Members.” 

For  the  non-campers,  enter  the  number 
of  Breakfasts,  Lunches,  and  Suppers  for 
both  Family  Members  and  Sponsored  Junior 
Friends  as  separate  figures  in  the  blanks 
in  front  of  those  lines,  multiply  by  the 
appropriate  amount,  and  enter  the  result 
in  either  the  “Family  Members”  column, 
or  Sponsored  Junior  Friends  column.  Enter 
the  number  of  Full  Dormitory  rooms  in 
front  of  that  line,  and  multiply  by  $8,  enter 
the  number  of  half  dormitory  room  nights 


WEEKLY  ACTION  PROJECT: 

MY  PARTICIPATION 

On  January  28  six  of  us  (I  was  the  only  one 
the  other  side  of  30)  chained  ourselves  to  the 
door  of  the  Upper  Darby  Draft  Board,  thereby 
locking  it.  The  people  inside  had  been  fore- 
warned that  we  were  planning  to  come,  so  at 
the  time  we  made  only  a brief  statement  that 
we  were  acting  in  the  interest  of  preserving  life 
and  liberty  and  that  anyone  wishing  to  leave 
before  we  blocked  the  door  should  do  so  at  that 
time.  No  one  left. 

The  police  arrived  relatively  promptly,  charged 
us  with  disorderly  conduct,  breach  of  the  peace 
and  conspiracy;  spent  much  time  photographing 
us  and  telling  each  other  of  Vietcong  atrocities 
against  American  soldiers.  Still  chained  together, 
we  were  shoved  into  the  police  van,  given  a rough, 
slam-the-brakes-on-suddenly  ride,  thence  to  jail 
(There  were  obvious  disadvantages  to  having 
chosen  a small  township  for  our  action) . The 
Justice  of  Peace  was  hard  to  find,  and  when  he 
arrived,  he  began  the  hearing  without  our  law- 
yer’s presence.  Although  the  police  captain  had 
threatened  us  with  $10,000  bail,  we  were  finally 
released  when  Bob  and  a member  of  AQAG  staff 
posted  $500  each  for  us. 

Almost  a week  later  at  the  hearing  we  were 
found  guilty  of  the  first  two  charges  and  fined 
$300  and  costs.  The  conspiracy  charge — a more 
serious  one — was  dropped.  So  now  we  are  still 
waiting  for  the  appeal  of  the  verdict.  The  lawyer 
had  read  the  local  ordinance  concerning  the

in  front  of  that  line,  and  multiply  by  $4. 

Registration  fee  for  Yearly  Meeting  is 
$2  for  each  Junior  Friend,  and  $1  for  all 
other  Friends  regardles  of  age.  Fill  in  the 
number  of  beds  asked  for  in  the  High  School 
Dorms  as  separate  sums  for  family  and 
sponsored  Junior  Friends.  Enter  the  prod- 
uct of  multiplying  each  of  these  by  $2  in 
the  appropriate  column.  For  each  Junior 
Friend  (whether  or  not  in  the  High  School 
Dorm)  write  the  number  of  family  and 
sponsored  family  group  and  multiply  by 
$2,  entering  the  product  in  the  appropriate 
column.  Do  the  same  for  all  other  family 
members  on  the  last  line. 


Now  add  the  two  columns,  and  write 
that  sum  in  the  Totals  lines.  If  your  family 
group,  exclusive  of  Junior  Friends,  is  stay- 
ing for  4 days  only,  and  the  total  of  that 
column  is  greater  than  $115,  enter  $115  in 
the  blank  on  Line  12.  If  the  family  group 
is  staying  for  5 days,  and  the  amount  in 
the  Total  of  the  Family  Members  column 
is  greater  than  $130,  enter  $130  in  the 
blank  on  Line  12. 

If  the  total  of  the  Family  Members  col- 
umn is  less  than  the  maximums  just  stated, 
then  enter  that  total  in  the  blank  on  Line 
12.  On  Line  13  enter  the  total  from  the 


“Sponsored  Junior  Friends”  column,  add 
Lines  12  and  13  onto  Line  14. 

If  you  have  not  sent  the  form  in  by  July 
31,  enter  ten  per  cent  of  Line  14  on  Line 
15;  if  the  postmark  will  be  July  31  or 
earlier,  enter  nothing  in  this  line,  and  then 
add  Lines  14  and  15  to  line  16.  You  may 
pay  the  entire  charges  at  this  time  and 
have  nothing  to  pay  when  you  arrive  at 
St.  Mary’s  on  August  16  (unless  the  Regis- 
trar crew  find  errors  in  your  arithmetic), 
or  send  a $10  deposit  with  the  blank,  and 
pay  the  balance  when  you  arrive  at  St. 
Mary’s.  Enter  these  facts  on  Lines  17  and 
18. 

Because  of  the  emphasis  being  placed  on 
early  pre-registration,  and  of  the  need  to 
accept  no  walk-ins  at  Yearly  Meeting,  re- 
funds will  be  made  quickly  to  those  who 
find  that  circumstances  prevent  their  at- 
tendance after  having  registered.  Also, 
should  you  find  it  necessary  to  leave  Yearly 
Meeting  earlier  than  you  thought,  a refund 
will  be  made  of  your  unused  dormitory 
charges  and  of  unused  meal  tickets. 

Meal  tickets  will  not  be  sold  at  the  cafe- 
teria this  year.  You  can  only  obtain  meals 
by  pre-registering  for  them  before  arriving 
at  Yearly  Meeting,  or  at  the  registration 
desk  as  you  arrive  on  August  15  or  16. 
Separate  tickets  will  be  issued  for  each 


charges,  which  specified  boisterous  behaviour. 
Even  the  police  witness  stated  we  were  not 
boisterous.  At  least  we  hope  to  have  the  fine 
reduced,  since  several  other  actions  similar  to 
ours  drew  $10  fines.  We  also  hope  to  make  a 
political  statement,  pointing  out  that  we  had  no 
desire  to  break  local  ordinances.  It  had  seemed 
futile  to  make  this  kind  of  defense  before  the 
elderly  Justice  of  Peace  who  obviously  leaned 
heavily  on  the  police  captain  for  guidance. 

Why  did  I do  it?  I did  it  because  we  have 
spoken  in  so  many  other  ways  and  have  not  been 
heard.  The  war  continues  without  real  change. 
I feel  a complicity  at  Song  My.  I also  feel  the 
rightness  of  sharing  the  jeopardy  of  those  who 
refuse  to  cooperate  with  the  draft.  I had  five  hours 
in  jail.  Draft  refusers  face  a possible  five  years. 

Did  it  do  any  good?  Not  much  at  the  draft 
board;  we  were  there  only  a little  over  half  an 
hour,  and  saw  no  young  draft-age  men.  But 
some  at  my  place  of  work,  where  I had  good 
searching  talks  with  fellow-workers  and  superiors 
(My  fear  of  being  fired  was  evidently  unfounded, 
though  the  State  Civil  Service  hasn’t  been  heard 
from  yet).  Some  good  may  come  from  one  middle- 
aged,  seemingly  respectable  woman  proving  that 
this  was  not  just  the  action  of  a bunch  of  kids. 
Much  good  was  done  myself  in  experiencing  “law 
and  order”  on  the  level  that  minority  people  face 
it.

Hayward  Worship  Group  approved  a suggestion 
that  AFSC  explore  the  feasibility  of  hiring  a spe- 
cialist in  nonviolence  to  “help  us  all,  individually 
and  as  groups,  come  to  grips  with  the  violence 
and  incipient  violence  within  ourselves  and  our 
society.”  The  group  also  approved  a donation  of 
$20  to  the  Central  Committee  for  Conscientious 
Objectors  . . . 
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meal.  Everyone  will  require  a meal  ticket 
to  enter  the  cafeteria  unless  that  person 
is  a child  under  six  years  of  age.  Two  colors 
of  meal  tickets  will  be  provided,  the  colors 
are  for  use  in  payment  to  the  caterer,  and. 
have  no  significance  to  the  user. 

There  are  exactly  thirteen  single  rooms 
available  at  the  College.  These  are  on  the 
fourth  floor,  so  if  you  ask  for  a single  room 
for  extraordinary  reasons,  and  also  ask  for 
no  stairs,  the  combination  cannot  be  ac- 
commodated.

DEATHS 

BENJAMIN  A.  DARLING,  member  of  Uni- 
versity Meeting  in  Seattle,  died  on  April  11, 
1970.  Born  in  Nebraska  in  1887,  he  went  first 
to  Alberta,  Canada,  and  then,  about  1911,  to 
Everett,  Washington,  where  he  spent  much  of 
his  time  working  with  Young  Friends.  During 
World  War  I Ben  was  a member  of  the  first 
Haverford-trained  unit  of  the  AFSC  and  served 
in  Europe  in  hospitals  and  in  rehabilitation 
work.  He  attended  Pacific  College,  now  George 
Fox  College,  in  Newberg,  Oregon,  and  graduated 
from  Washington  State  College  in  Pullman.  After 
moving  to  Seattle,  he  married  Henrietta  Welch 
in  1937,  and  together  Ben  and  Henrietta  wel- 
comed to  their  home  many  Friends  from  near 
and  far.  Ben  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the 
Friends’  Conference  Ground  at  Quaker  Cove  and 
of  the  Friends  Center  near  the  University  of 
Washington.  He  was  a founding  member  of  Uni- 
versity Meeting  and  helped  build  the  first  meet- 
inghouse with  his  own  hands.  He  was  clerk  of 
Ministry  and  Counsel  for  many  years  and  helped 
find  a new  location  when  the  Meeting  was  forced 
to  move.  He  was  faithful  in  visiting  Meetings 
formed  under  the  care  of  University  Meeting.  He 
desired  those  things  to  be  brought  into  the  pro- 
gram of  the  Meeting  that  would  be  of  lasting 
benefit  to  the  spiritual  life  of  the  group  and  was 
willing  either  to  accept  posts  of  leadership  or  to 
serve  quietly  in  many  small  ways.  He  was  the 
second  clerk  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  He  has 
left  a rich  heritage  to  Friends  in  the  Northwest. 
He  is  survived  by  his  widow  Henrietta,  by  a 
brother,  a sister,  nephews  and  nieces. 

HERBERT  JONES,  who  grew  up  in  College 
Park  Meeting,  died  March  21,  1970.  He  assisted 
in  the  formation  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  He 
was  a life  member  of  the  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
Holding  Corporation.  A special  memorial  meeting 
will  be  held  in  September,  the  month  of  his  birth.

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WHEN  I GO  TO  MEETING 

When  I go  to  meeting,  I embark  upon 
a brief  spiritual  pilgrimage  in  company 
with  others.  It  can  and  should  be  the  most 
significant  social  event  of  the  week. 

Going  to  meeting  is  a unique  adventure. 
When  at  home  I sit  alone  with  my  thoughts 
and  God,  I can  largely  control  what  hap- 
pens. When  I meet  in  group  worship,  this 
is  not  true.  I take  the  risk  involved  in  ex- 
posing myself  to  the  unseemly  and  the  un- 
congenial in  others. 

It  was  a daring  enterprise  that  early 
Friends  launched  when  they  adopted  a type 
of  worship  stripped  of  all  the  “excess  bag- 
gage^ which  had  accumulated  during  cen- 
turies of  congregational  worship.  So  when 
I go  to  meeting,  none  of  the  “crutches’ ’ of 
conventional  Christian  worship  are  at  hand 
to  help  me  on  my  way. 

No  Gothic  architecture  or  stained  glass 
windows,  no  Christian  symbolism,  no  pag- 
eantry, no  liturgy,  no  Bible,  hymn  book  or 
devotional  literature  in  the  pew,  no  priest 
to  mediate  between  God  and  me, — none  of 
the  aids  to  worship  are  present  in  which 
countless  Christians  throughout  the  ages 
have  found  inspiration.  I proceed  in  eccles- 
iastical poverty. 

What  I carry  away  from  meeting  depends 
much  on  the  spirit  in  which  I come,  and 
what  I bring  along  or  leave  behind.  The 
value  of  the  meeting  is  determined  by  how 
those  assembled  use  the  silence,  how  we 
commune  with  and  are  led  by  the  Spirit. 

Contrary  to  conventional  worship  in  other 
groups,  the  unpredictable  happens;  in  a 
planned  and  priest-controlled  order  of  wor- 
ship what  comes  next  is  foreseeable.  But 
what  will  happen  in  a Friends  meeting  only 
God  knows. 

He  may  move  in  strange  ways  to  speak 
to  the  assembled  seekers.  This  can  be  up- 
setting unless  I train  myself  to  look  for 
meaning  in  what  may  at  first  appear  irrele- 
vant. I must  be  alert  to  perceive  how  God 
may  be  trying  to  communicate  with  me. 

He  may  speak  in  ways  I know  and  delight 
in,  but  also  in  ways  I know  not  and  am 
tempted  to  reject.  He  may  be  trying  at 
times  to  say  something  to  me  through  one 
who  speaks  of  things,  and  in  a manner,  that 
jars  my  concept  of  what  is  fitting  in  a meet- 
ing for  worship. 

When  the  untoward  occurs,  I need  more 
than  ever  to  examine  my  own  heart  and 
mind.  I must  guard  against  setting  false 
limits  of  my  own  upon  what  others  through 
the  leading  of  the  Spirit  may  say.  Who  am 
I to  decide  that  God  is  not  in  the  message 


that  fails  to  speak  to  my  condition.  Maybe 
my  condition  needs  examination. 

If  I listen  sympathetically  and  open- 
mindedly,  I may  hear  a lost  chord  sounded 
that  I need  to  hear.  But  if  not  — if  what 
I hear  is  for  me  a barren  wasteland  of  “secu- 
lar talk,”  let  me  remember  that  to  another 
it  may  bring  light  and  inspiration.  Per- 
haps my  God  is  too  small  and  my  soul  too 
narrow.  God  can  become  bigger  and  my  soul 
can  be  stretched  if  I discipline  myself  to 
accept  in  a loving  spirit  both  what  warms 
my  heart  and  leaves  me  cold. 

So  when  I go  to  meeting,  let  me  go  in  a 
mood  of  expectancy,  listening  for  the  voice 
of  God  in  all  that  takes  place.  Then,  with- 
out the  meetinghouse,  in  the  lovely  and 
the  unlovely  I encounter,  in  that  which 
pleases  and  displeases.  And  so  I shall  learn 
to  weave  it  all  into  a meaningful  experience 
that  shall  enable  me  to  take  the  road  of  life 
more  lovingly  and  courageously,  and  live 
more  adventurously  the  life  of  the  Spirit 
in  the  life  of  our  day.
